Insofar as could be } 
ascertained within the scope of the examination, the financial © 
transactions of the Town appear to have been appropriately — 
handled, with such exception as may be noted in the accompany- 
ing comments.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WINSLOW 
FEBRUARY 11, 1950 TO FEBRUARY 10, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Winslow for the year ended February 10, 1951. The 
audit included an examination of the records kept by the Assessors 
Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


TOWN OF WINSLOW 5 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet together 
| with the related financial statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at February 10, 1951 and the result of its 
| operations for the year then ended. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of the various town offices were reviewed andthe — 
internal controls, accounting records, and other supporting evi- 
dences were tested by methods and to the extent deemed appropri- 
| ate. Cash accounts were verified and receipts, disbursements, 
and supporting data were examined. Verifications were made of 
| tax accounts, tax deeds, and accounts receivable. Surety bonds 
and insurance policies of the town were examined. 


| 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $18,396.69 at the year end was reconciled 
with the balance as shown by the statement furnished by the 
| Federal Trust Company, Waterville, Maine at February 10, 1951. 


_ From an analysis of receipts and deposits, it was determined 
that all monies for which receipts had been issued had been 
_ promptly deposited in the bank. 


An examination was made of the Treasurer’s warrants, and it 
was determined that all expenditures had been made by check. 
These warrants were found to have been properly approved by the 
Selectmen. . 


Accounts receivable totaled $546.73 at the year end, and consist 
largely of reimbursable charity accounts. 


All tax, tax deed, and tax acquired property accounts were re- 
_ viewed. All unpaid accounts at the year end were checked and 
found to be in agreement with the balances shown on the records 
'-as presented for audit. 


_ ‘The Credit Reserve Fund totaled $3,147.87 at the year end. 
_ Interest earned in the amount of $46.68 was added to the fund.

RESERVES AND SURPLUS . | 


From the examination of the appropriations, revenues and 
expenditures of the departmental accounts, it was determined 
that the net unexpended balances of these accounts carried for- 7 
ward to the ensuing year totaled $3,950.37. These balances are 7 
reflected in Highway, Education, aoe and Unclassified — 
accounts. 


The unappropriated surplus was decreased by $1,205.85 during ~ 


the year and totaled $5,293.30 at the year end. This decrease re- 
sulted from the excess of expenditures over available funds. — 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures dis- 
closed that for the 1950 year expenditures exceeded available ~ 
funds by $1,205.85 as compared with an excess of available © 
funds over expenditures of $6,220.51 for the previous year, or a 
decrease of $7,426.36. This decrease was accounted for as 
follows:

| Revenue increased $32,463.08 over the previous year with major 
| differences being noted in the Tax Commitment, Excise Taxes, 
‘State of Maine, Equipment Rental, and Miscellaneous Reim- 
_bursements, accounts. Expenditures increased $30,037.67 over 
| the previous year with major differences being noted in the 
| Protection, Health, Highway, Charities, Education, Municipal 
Indebtedness, and Unclassified accounts. An analysis revealed 
| that the factors contributing to these differences were fully ac- 
counted for. 


| - Overdrafts were noted in several accounts. The following is a 
| summary of the overdrafts and unexpended balances:

| ficiency resulted from the vote to apply $20,000.00 of excise tax 
| receipts to the Tax Commitment whereas 1950 receipts less over- 
payments totaled only $16,221.72.

The following opinion was rendered by the Department of | 
Attorney General on overdrafts. | 
“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the town meeting provid: If | 
ing for the expenditure of money. 
The officers should not spend more than ite taxpayers | 
appropriated at town meeting, unless the statute expressly (jj 
authorizes an expenditure in excess of the appropriation.” | 
The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised Statutes © 
of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for highway | 
purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the ex- | 
tent of fifteen per cent of the appropriation.

totaled $950.00, leaving $15,950.00 outstanding at February 10, |

Vouchers, payrolls, and cancelled checks were examined for the 
months of February and September, 1950 and February, 1951. 
From this examination, it was noted that in some instances 


_ charges for school repairs and purchases of equipment had been 
_ charged to school maintenance accounts in error. It was fur- 
_ ther noted that medical, X-ray, and hospital expenses had been 
_ charged to Physical Education in error. These differences were 
_ adjusted. 


It was further noted that payments were being made _ to the 
Winslow High School Commercial Department by checks which 


_ were cashed and used for expenditures of personal services. It is 
| believed that this practice should be discontinued. It was also 
' noted that monies received from sale of books and supplies and 
| gym rental had been used to purchase books and supplies rather 


than being deposited with the Town Treasurer. It is believed that 
all monies collected should be deposited with the Town Treasur- 


| _er and that all bills should be submitted to the School Committee 
| for approval on all purchases, and payment should be made in the 


same manner as School bills. 


So far as could be determined from this examination, all vouch- 


| ers appeared to be for proper charges and correctly recorded, with 


the above exceptions. 


A review of the valuation records indicated the desirability of 


| strengthening the descriptions of some of the real estate properties. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations are believed worthy of con- 
sideration by the municipal officers: 


A system of accounting for town owned property and 
equipment should be adopted so that a record will be

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available to show values and other pertinent data for 
municipal capital investments. i 
All school purchases should be properly classified and 
charged to the proper accounts. 
A system of prenumbered duplicate receipts should ee in- — 
stalled in the School Department to be used for all monies © 
received. All monies collected should be turned over to 
the Town Treasurer monthly showing the account to be | 
credited. 


All payments for personal services in the School Depart- — 
ment should be made from payrolls..' The payrolls should — 
show each individual being paid. | 

Journal entries should be used to record transfers hauenen 
accounts rather than using town checks.

I hereby submit my report as road commissioner for the 
fiscal year ending February 10, 1951. 


As in past years the Highway Department had a very busy 
year. All the work voted to be done by this department was 
done during the year to the best of my ability. The new bridge 
on the Bassett Road was built and every one who has seen this 
new bridge will agree it is a great improvement. 


The State Aid Project on Clinton Avenue was also started 
during the year and it is expected more work will be done during 
1951. 


During the year about 20,000 gallons of tar was applied on 
the different streets. This year about 15 tons of chloride was 
used on the country roads to kill the dust and prevent the road 
surface from being blown away. There was quite a demand for 
new culverts so about $1,500 was spent on culverts. 


As in the past years I did my utmost to serve the citizens of 
Winslow to the best of my ability.

The following is a resume of improvements, repairs and ‘acqui- 
sitions at each of the three buildings: 


HIGH SCHOOL—science room and laboratory renovated 
and new cabinets installed; a gas line put into the manual train- 
ing room; new equipment for the Home Economics Department 
includes two new sewing machines, and a new gas refrigerator 
and gas stove installed free by the Augusta and Waterville Gas 
Company with the privilege of changing the appliances every 
time a new model is introduced; twenty-five new tablet armchairs; 
repairs on the entrance to the building; several new ceilings and 
repairs on others; new equipment for the band includes uniforms, 
a cello and a viola. In addition, a metal working course was intro- 
duced in the Manual Arts Department. The skating rink was 
financed this year out of the school budget. 
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BOSTON AVENUE SCHOOL-—an entire new bonded roof 
laid; oil burner and boiler installed; incinerator purchased; new 
benches in lunch room; two rooms redecorated; new electric 
range with dual oven installed in lunch room. 


HALIFAX STREET SCHOOL—portion of roof replaced and 
new roof drains provided; new floor laid in lunch room; one new 
drinking fountain installed; two rooms redecorated with com- 
plete new furnishings and lighting in one of these; resurfacing 
of driveway completed. 


The purchase of two new school buses brings the transporta- 
tion facilities for bus pupils up to date. 


The projects recommended last year have all been completed 
as originally planned except the driveway at the Boston Avenue 
School was graveled rather than tarred.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Winslow, I herewith 
submit my twenty-seventh annual report: 


Probably the most discussed school topic during recent weeks 
is the proposed addition to the high school. After two years’ 
study the survey committee has concluded that the entire school 
system would receive greater benefit from this plan than from 
any other which has been considered. This proposal would pro- 
vide classroom space to relieve crowded conditions at all three 
schools, would improve gymnasium facilities for both grammar 
and high school activities, and would expand the noon lunch 
program to include the high school. I recommend your favorable 
consideration of the survey committee’s recommendation. 


New teachers this year are: John Gilmore, Robert McNaught, 
Douglas Libby, Mary Zelenkewich, and Pauline Lane in the high 
school, and Mary Stevens in the Halifax Street school. All are 
doing fine work and we are pleased to welcome them to our staff. 


| Nearly all teachers have taken professional courses within the 


past two years and are bringing many new ideas into their class- 
rooms. The Teachers’ Club and the Parent-Teachers’ Association 
are also continually stimulating and encouraging our school 
personnel to do improved work. | 


In the music department Mrs. Freda Masse has come to us 
this year to re-introduce vocal instruction in both high and 
elementary grades. Pupils and teachers are enjoying the instruc- 
tion she is giving and will benefit more and more from it as 
experience is gained. Mr. Davidson’s instrumental groups need 


no commendation from me, since their work has been observed 


by the townspeople for a number of years and has always been 
favorably received. 


The standing of school accounts is favorable with a net balance 


! of $4,361.44, but school costs are still rising and it has been 
| necessary to recommend an increased budget this year.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Citizens of Winslow: 


Although I stated in my last year’s report that general con- 
ditions in our high school were excellent, I am very pleased to 
be able to say that they are even better this year. The failure 
list, for example, is 10 per cent less than a year ago. Pupil interest 
and a desire to do more than just passing work are increasing. 
This improvement, | believe, is due to two things: the addition 
of an extra teacher has meant smaller classes and a change in the 
daily schedule has made it possible to have some supervised 
study during each class period. 


_ Vacancies in the high school faculty this year caused by the 
resignations of Miss Jeannette Staples, Miss Helen Buzzell, Miss 
Jean Nelson, and Gerard Costello were filled by Robert Mc- 
Naught, John Gilmore, Mrs. Pauline Lane, and Miss Mary 
Zelenkewich. 


Robert McNaught a graduate of Colby in 1949, is teaching 
civics, problems of democracy and is coach of junior high basket- 
ball, junior varsity baseball and assistant coach in football. He 
taught and coached last year at Phillips High School. Mr. 
McNaught is a veteran and was wounded in action while a 
member of a Naval T'ask Force. 


John Gilmore, also a veteran, was a heutenant in the Coast 
' Guard. He graduated from Colby in 1940 and has taught in 
| Gorham and Waterville High School. Mr. Gilmore is head of the 
| Social Studies Department, coach of junior varsity basketball, 
| coach of track and assistant in football. 


Douglas Libby who graduated from Maine Maritime Academy 


| and University of Maine is teaching science. He served during 
| the war in the Merchant Marine and the Naval Reserve. 
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The vacancy in the Home Economics Department was filled: 


by employing Mrs. Pauline Lane. Mrs. Lane is a graduate of 
Farmington State Teachers College; she taught last year in 
Madison. 


Miss Mary Zelenkewich is the new girls’ physical education 


teacher. She graduated from the University of Maine and taught

We are very fortunate to have been able to add to our staff 
teachers of such high calibre and much credit goes to them for 
the efficient high school Winslow has this year.

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PUBLIC. HEALTH N URSING ANNUAL REPORT 
~ 1950 


The Town of Winslow has had Public Health Nursing Service 
under the Enabling Act for five years. During these years your 
nurse, with the aid of the town officials, Health Officer, School 
Personnel and the Health Council, has been able to coordinate 
the health services so that the entire community has been served. 

Winslow suffered a real loss when Mrs. Christian married in 
late October and left the service. While the Department of 
Health and Welfare, Division of Public Health Nursing is mak- 
ing a desperate effort to obtain another well qualified Public 
Health Nurse, your Child. Health Conferences and emergency 
home calls are being covered by Mrs. Eunice Nollet, R.N., in 
our Waterville office. We are pleased to tell you that we may be 
able to fill the vacancy within the next few weeks. 3 
| During the past year, the Public Health Nursing program has 
} been carried on similar to past years. atyitie < 
_ Very well attended Child Health Conferences have been held 

every month. These monthly conferences have been conducted 
for over six years, yet the attendance still is so large, the Con- 
ferences have to have two physicians. At these Conferences, each 
infant and preschool attending receives physical examinations 
by the Conference physician and, at request of parents, may be 
protected against smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus. 

Three immunization clinics were held in the schools. At these 
clinics, children of school age were given an opportunity to be 
# protected against smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus. These clinics were very well attended and many children 
| also received “‘Booster shots.’’ Boosters are given to children who 
have been immunized for two years or longer for the purpose of 
| keeping immunity current. 
| 314 children received the patch test. This test, if positive re- 
| acting, indicates that at some time in his life the child has had 
' close contact with a person suffering from active tuberculosis. It 
§ does not mean that the child has tuberculosis. 14 of the 16 children 
'who had positive reactions were x-rayed and x-rays were negative 
} for any disease.

Your Nurse worked very closely with the Dental Hygienist 
and an effective program was carried on. As in the past, a sound 
corrective program was held in connection with the sound edu- 
cational one. ’ 

A special type of activity was carried on for five weeks, when a 
Public Health Nurse from Simmons College worked in Winslow 
with Mrs. Christian. Although the nurse was here for experience, 
she was able to contribute valuable service to the community. 

Home visits have been a very important phase of the service. 
These visits have been to expectant mothers, mothers of infants 
and preschool children, school children at request of school 
personnel, patients suffering from Tuberculosis, etc., crippled 
children and other presenting need for service. 

May we take this opportunity to thank Mrs. Antoinette Ray- 
mond and her committee, the school personnel, the town official, 
the local health officer, as well as the parents and children who 
have helped so efficiently to make the program a success.

Ever had a grease fire in your stove? You won’t if you clean out 
your oven regularly to avoid an accumulation of grease. 


Keep grease container away from your stove. 
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If ; a grease fire does start while you are cooking, cover the 

_ burning pan with a large flat cover or smother it quickly by 

_ sprinkling a pound of ordinary soda on it. 

If you use a gas stove or oil stove, don’t let window curtain or 

§ hanging towel blow over the stove and flame. 

| If you have a coal or wood stove, be sure there is enough clear- 

| ence between the stove and the wall. 

_ Place an insulated metal base on the floor beneath the stove, 

_ check stove pipes, pipe collars and flue closely for defects. 

Never use Kerosene or gasoline to quicken the fire. 

Place ashes in covered metal containers, not in paper or wooden 

| boxes. 

| Make it a rule to cut off your iron imriediately when interrupt- 

| ed by a phone call or the door bell, etc. When buying a new iron, 

| get one with an automatic cut-off. 

Never leave children locked in a house unattended. 

| Never leave matches where children can find them. Put them 

| in a metal container on a high shelf. 

|  Inselecting clothing for your children, avoid flimsy fast burning 

| materials. 

| Nearly 4,000 children die by fires each year, thousands more are 
maimed and disfigured. Many of those deaths and injuries could 

| be prevented by making homes fire safe. 

I would also recommend that when a fire alarm is telephoned 
| that in every case information be given as to whether the fire is in 
| the chimney or building. This will enable the fire department to 
| carry the proper fire fighting apparatus and would also aid the 
| speed with which the fire department could make to a fire. 
| Fire extinguishers should be recharged every two years or 
| oftener if possible. The fire department is at your service and ex- 
| tinguishers brought to the fire department will be refilled free of 
| charge.

Uncle 
Samuel takes $5.50 each week of this, so my take home pay is $17. 
per week. This is for a 24 hour day, 7 days per week, so that you 
can easily see that if I were-not also connected with the School 
Dept. that I would not be able to live very comfortably on that. 
However, I have tried to give you good service and shall continue 
to do so, as long as I am in Office. 

I am bringing out these facts only to show that I am in no way 
getting rich on the job, as some Taxpayers seem to think that I am 
and 11 cents per hour should not be too great a burden on the Tax- 
payers for a man to be risking his life for them every day of the 
year. 

The chances an Officer has to take to protect the Citizens and 
property of a Community, (and that is what he has sworn to do) 
at the cost of his life, if necessary, and then have the Taxpayers 
gripe and bicker on wages of this type, is something this Depart- 
ment cannot understand. 

And, I am willing to relinquish my Title as Chief of Police to 
anyone the Selectmen | wish to appoint at anytime. 
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This year as a result of numerous complaints on the speed on 


Halifax St., a drive was made, and this street certainly needed it, 


as the cars driven there were traveling from speeds of 40 miles per 
hour to clock speeds of 90 miles per hour. As a result approxi- 
mately 175 violators were hailed into the Waterville Municipal 
Court. This drive will again be in effect in the Spring, and Clinton 
Ave., Cushman Road, and Benton Ave. will also be added to the 
program. 


It is my opinion that if the motorist has no respect for the 
rights of the Citizens in a residential area, then he should be hailed 
into the Court. 


Officers take a lot of punishment from the motorist in one of 
these drives. ‘To me it means perhaps the saving of the life of 
your Child, and that is more important to me than anything else. 


I am always ready to receive complaints from the Citizens and 
willing to do all in my power to correct them, and if any of you can 
offer any suggestions on how to improve the conditions and 
safety for the betterment of the Town, let us have them.

REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMITTEE 


For the purpose of review, perhaps it is best to briefly outline 
the four original plans submitted last year by the building com- 
mittee; viz., 

Plan A-- addition of four classrooms at Boston 
Avenue School--size rooms, 25x36-- estim- 
ated cost, $80,000 | 

Plan B-- addition of four 25x36 classrooms and 
recreation room 36x50 at Boston Avenue 
School plus recreation room of same di- 
mensions at Halifax Street. School----total 
estimated cost, $148,000 
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Plan C-- complete new one story building of six 25x36 _ 
classrooms and recreation room 36x50-- q 
estimated cost, $160,000 

Plan D-- addition of three rooms at Boston in Yaes. 
School -- estimated cost, $60,000 ~ 

Farther study and investigation of the educational facilities of 
the town have brought about additional ideas about which the ~ 
committee wishes to inform the citizens of the town. . 


The first of these---the opinion that the purchase of the former 
Canada Dry Bottling Plant on the Augusta Road might prove 
advantageous---was thoroughly investigated. This possibility 
was studied by Mr. Alonzo J. Harriman, Auburn architect, who — 
made a report with print of floor plans showing the conversion of 
this building to a school. His conclusion, in his own words, was 
that this scheme was “‘unsound and impractical-the cost not being 
commensurate with the result obtained by such planning.” ae | 
plan, therefore, was abandoned. 


The second of these---the possibility of making an additaneee : 
the present High School building---is currently being considered. ~ 
Tentative plans for which we have rough sketches and estimates — 
from Mr. Harriman provide for an extension of some peo feet to — 
the north side of this building. 


Using the present gymnasium as a starting point, this pro- 


jection will add approximately fifty feet more to the width of 7 


this room, providing a playing field 50x84-regulation tournament 
dimensions-and at the same time increasing the seating capacity 
about two and a half times. Provisions are planned to so divide 


this large playing area to allow separate classes to be conducted or — | 


groups to be playing simultaneously. This larger gymnasium will 
allow all classes and practices to be held during the school day, an 
arrangement that has been needed for some time. 


Boys’ and girls’ locker rooms and showers are located adjacent 


to the gymnasium, access to which is gained both from the gym- a 


nasium and exterior entrances. Beyond these are a cafeteria 
(50x52) together with kitchen (22x80) and food storage (20x22). 
Since the high school does not have facilities for a school lunch 
program, the cafeteria fulfills a need of long standing. It is in- 
tended to serve all grades housed in the building. 
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Occupying the floor above the lockers, cafeteria, kitchen and 
food storage are six classrooms (22x32) and boys’ and girls’ toilet 
rooms. Grades to be accommodated in this new section are six, 
seven, and eight. By transferring grade eight from the high 
school proper to the new unit, crowded conditions in the high 
school will be alleviated. Likewise, both Boston Avenue and 
Halifax Street Schools will benefit regarding additional space as 
grades six and seven will be removed from these buildings to the 
new addition. Combined enrollment of these two grades at both 
schools totaled 102 as of October 31, 1950. 


It seems logical to add to the newest building, which is the high 
school building. Therefore, the committee unanimously agrees, 
after considering all facts from the standpoint of educational 
efficiency regarding our town’s particular needs, that is most 
feasible to consider this scheme as the one that meets our re- 
quirements most. satisfactorily. 


In conclusion, the committee intends to publish a booklet about 
this latest project. This will contain detailed description  to- 
gether with plans and elevations. After the citizens have had 
| sufficient time to digest this information, a special town meeting 

_ will be arranged to decide what action will be taken.

Gentlemen: 


During the past three years, I have tried to map out a program 


which I am sure, if followed, will aid you in your municipal work, 
particularly regarding the streets and sewers. 

It has been rather difficult to get all the data needed, especially 
the location of a few sewer manholes on Benton Avenue Hill and 
one near the north end of the Sebasticook Bridge, where it would 
be necessary to dig up a large part of the streets to find them. 

In addition to the planning, the tie measurements to the man- 
holes will be a help in finding them, when needed. 

Since the start of this work, several sewers have been built, 
where the surveys and plans have saved considerable cost and en- 
abled the town to construct them of sufficient grade and capacity 
to take care of future growth and extension. 

Several cases require unusual consideration, two on the Dunbar 
Road, one on the Bassett Road, and the Segar Brook sewer. 

When the western end of Dunbar Road is developed and homes 
are erected, the sewage will have to go down along the small brook 
which crosses the Augusta Road near Harry Norton’s at the south 
end of Lithgow Street and enter the Kennebec River there. As the 
sewer on the Cushman Road is to small to take the sewage all 
the way from Fred Cushman’s without using a larger pipe, I have 
planned to take the sewage from Cushman’s to Dunbar Road, 
then westerly and turn it into the small brook sewer just men- 
tioned above. This will save the reconstruction of the greater part 
of the present sewer_on the Cushman Road south of the Garland 
Road. If, however, houses are built on the Cushman Road fist, it 
will be necessary to rebuild a part of the north end. 


ee 
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About a third of a mile east of the Cuchman Road, on the Dun- 
bar Road, is another low point from which it will be necessary to 
run a sewer northeasterly near a small brook which crosses the 
Seco Road about a quarter of a mile north of the China Road. 


This line will also take the sewage from north and south on the 
Seco Road and following near the small brook to an Imhof Tank 
for treatment, and then discharge into Mile Brook. 


One other problem is the sewage in the Segar Brook Sewer. 
The State Law requires no more raw sewage to be discharged into 
the Sebasticook River, and there are three methods for Segar 
Brook. One is for a treatment plant near Vigue’s saw mill; another, 
to pump the sewage into the present sewer on Halifax Street near 
the top of Fort Hill; and a third method, to lay a pipe along the 
South side of the hill back of the houses and into the Halifax 
Street sewer just west of the cemetery. This last method will re- 
quire no plant or pump and the line will be a gravity line; but, as 
the bank along which it must run is very uneven and eroded, the 
cost of maintaining it will be rather high.

On several streets there are sewers at present where there are no 
manholes or measurements to show where they begin or end, or the 
size or grade. 
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The stone markers along your older roads were put in place 
many years ago and they are mostly lost. The few left will aid in 
locating the old points so they can be replaced if done soon; 
otherwise, a very difficult task is in store for someone when it 
becomes necessary to find the road and property lines. I re- 
commend that these monuments be re-set and in concrete at the 
bottoms, so they will not be moved by frost. 


On Rancourt Avenue, there is a section two hundred feet long 
at the west end that turns north to enter Clinton Avenue. If 
Rancourt Avenue were continued westerly in a straight line to 
Whipple Street, a distance of one hundred feet, it would make a 
continuous street, lining up with Fuller Street and eliminate the 
right angle turn. Also the two hundred foot section of Rancourt 
Avenue could be discontinued where it joins Clinton Avenue at 
Roy’s garage. 


Further, Poulin Street could be extended north to join Clinton. 
Avenue, this making a safer and more convenient arrangement. 


A complete set of plans and profiles will accompany this report 
which will be of use for further work. 


Also a book showing tie measures to the manholes will aid in 
locating them.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WINSLOW 
FEBRUARY 11, 1951 TO FEBRUARY 10, 1952 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Winslow for the fiscal year ended February 10, 
1952. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax Collector, 
Treasurer ard Town Clerk. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following sugges- 
tions appear worthy of consideration by the Town Officials: 


Transfer between accounts should be recorded 
by journal entries rather than to clear through the 
Treasurer’s cash account. 


A system of prenumbered duplicate receipts 
should be installed in the school department to be 
used for all monies received. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations showed that expenditures 
exceeded available funds by $4,301.86. Overdrafts were 
noted in the general government, health and sanitation, 
highways and bridges and unclassified accounts totaling 
$747.80, $77.39, $6,053.48 and $27.50 respectively. The 
Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute excepting in certain in- 
stances where emergencies arise in highway activities and 
then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 
Overdraft and unexpended balances are summarized as 
follows: 


Overdrafts $6 ,906.17 
Unexpended Balances 2,604.81 


Net Overdraft $4 ,3801 . 36 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $988.13 at the 
year end, or a reduction of $4,305.17. This decrease was 
occasioned by the excess of expenditures over available funds 
of $4,301.36 and the adjustment of a 1950 account receivable 
of $3.81. 


It was ascertained that the capital reserve fund, estab- 
lished in 1948 for equipment purchase, decreased $2,673.99 
for the year and totaled $473.88 at the year end. This net 
decrease was occasioned by the authorized transfer of 
$2,681.00 for the purchase of a new highway truck and 
earned interest of $7.01 on the fund investment. 


It was also noted that the building fund decreased $734.34 
for the year and totaled $4,579.74 at the year end. This 
net decrease was occasioned by the authorized transfer of 
$1,000.00 for land purchase together with miscellaneous — 
expenses of $139.14 and miscellaneous income of $404.80 


As a result of the examination of the records of the Town 
Clerk it was determined that authority had been granted at 
special town meetings to issue notes totaling ae 049.00. 
The proceeds were allocated as follows:

The execution of a modern educational program in any 
community becomes increasingly difficult with rising costs, 
increased pupil enrollment and a diminishing supply of 
qualified teachers. In facing this situation common to so 
many communities, perhaps Winslow should, as a community 
determine the scope and general character of its educational 
program. | 


This educational planning should precede planning of 
buildings, as the basic policies underlying the building pro- 
gram actually grow out of the needs of the educational 
program. Such a program should include a well-balanced 
curriculum plus “adequate rooms and services to supplement 
classroom instruction that would result in our pupils be- 
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coming happy and efficient citizens. It is not only the 
housing problem that demands attention and alteration but | 
also the activities and the manner in which they are con- 
ducted inside the plant itself. We should keep in mind that 
any school system should not be judged alone on the basis 
_ of its outward appearance, such as modern equipment and 
buildings, but more importantly on the quality and quantity 
of knowledge derived by the pupils from a carefully planned 
training program executed by well trained personnel. 


The board has before it the problem of maintaining an 
efficient teaching staff and for some time now has been 
working on the study and making of a salary schedule con- 
sistent with those of the more progressive communities in 
our state. With this problem solved, one of the most neces- 
sary parts will be fitted into the pattern to complete a more 
satisfactory educational picture. 


Better and closer relationship between school board, tea- 
chers, and citizens can help to solve many of the problems 
confronting each, and each can assist the other if there 
exists willingness and understanding among the separate 
groups. Different angles of the same problem confront all 
groups. For example, the problem of overcrowding which 
is demanding solution, is indeed an ever present headache 
to the classroom teacher instructing two grades in one 
room as well as a constant concern to the school board and 
parents. If all concerned recognize the problem, they will 
in turn realize the necessity of a solution and strive for 
the one that best fits into our needs. Therefore, integrated 
planning can result only from such understanding and co- 
operation. Any new addition or building should be con- 
structed with the idea of how it will fit into not only the 
immediate but also the future needs of the school program. 


Since the preservation of our school buildings through 
efficient maintenance and operation likewise is an important 
part of the program, it is the policy of the board to try each 
year to keep these plants in the best possible condition to 
preserve utility of the same. In accordance with this pro- 
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gram, the following is a review of maintenance work com- 
pleted during the past year. | 


HALIFAX STREET SCHOOL — all rooms cleaned and 
varnished; four rooms redecorated; emergency door to fire 
escape installed conforming to State Fire Insurance Regu- 
lations; boiler repair job; all floors in lower part of building 
painted; fire extinguishers added to hot lunch room; drive- 
way patched and improvement to appearance of grounds 
in general. Recommendations last year included fluorescent 
lighting for two rooms in this building. With the heavy 
schedule of work planned for the past summer, time did 
not permit this to be done. 


BOSTON AVENUE SCHOOL — all rooms cleaned and 
varnished; one room redecorated; basement floors painted; 
both ends of upper and lower corridors painted to basement; 
front doors scraped and painted; fire extinguishers added 
to the hot lunch room; boiler room cleaned and painted; 
driveway leveled and tarred on north and west sides of 
building and improvement to general appearance of grounds; 
exterior walls on north side waterproofed. The same reason 
applies here for not installing fluorescent lighting as at the 
Halifax Street School. 


HIGH SCHOOL — two classrooms painted and repaired; 
library redecorated with installation of new lighting; audi- 
torium redecorated; ceilings repaired; roof repaired and top 
part of building water proofed and painted; gymnasium floor 
refinished; boiler repair job and stoker repaired; front doors 
repaired and painted; in Home Economics Room one new 
sewing machine added, floor painted and fire extinguishers 
installed; five new typewriters purchased for the Commer-

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Winslow, I sub- 
mit my twenty-eighth annual report: 


Since no new school building has been done as yet, there 
is still need of more classrooms. It was found that the cost 
of an addition to the high school would exceed $200 ,000, 
so the survey committee sought an alternative plan and has 
decided that an addition to the Boston Avenue School 
would meet the immediate need for expansion. 


There have not been many changes of teachers this year. 
Mrs. Alice Dyer, formerly principal of the Boston Avenue 
school, is now teaching in the high school in the position 
formerly taught by Miss Claudia Buckovich. Dana A. 
Smith was elected to the science vacancy in the high school 
caused by the resignation of Douglas Libby. Mr. Smith was 
recently recalled to the Navy and left on February 15th. 
Wm. Lee Mansfield will substitute in the science department 
for him. Mrs. Frances Hallett now teaches the home ec- 
onomics department which was formerly taught by Mrs. 
Pauline Lane. 


Mrs. Mary Stevens was transferred from the Halifax 
Street school to become principal of the Boston Avenue 
school and Mrs. Beryl MacGregor was elected to the vacancy 
at Halifax Street. Mrs. Doris Mallar left during the Christ- 
mas vacation to accept a better-paying position in Water- 
ville. Her place was taken by Mrs. Letha Wilson, formerly 
a teacher in the China Elementary school. 


There is considerable demand for an art department and 
some demand for an agriculture course in the Winslow 
schools. Both are worthy of consideration, but there are not 
rooms enough available in the present building to introduce 

new courses. 


Many Winslow teachers are continuing their professional 
study through summer schools and extension courses. Such 
study is reflected in improved classroom work. 
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The interest shown in the schools by the Parent-Teacher 
Association and by the Band-Parents Club has been help- 
ful and stimulating to the teaching staff during the past 
year and I am sure is appreciated by the teachers. 


The balance in the school accounts is $20 ,339.62, partially 
caused by a change in the method of paying teachers, and 
also by increased state subsidies and high school tuition 
receipts.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Winslow: 


Herewith is respectfully submitted the third and final 
report of the School Survey Committee elected by the In- 
habitants of the Town of Winslow at the annual town meet- 
ing on March 14, 1949. Since its inception your committee 
has been working on the school problem and rather than 
to reiterate in this report all of the proposals studied by 
your committee, you are respectfully referred to preliminary 
reports made in the annual town reports for the fiscal vears 
ended February 10, 1950 and February 10, 1951. 


The ‘Town of Winslow has at the present time three school 
buildings, the High School, the Halifax School and the 
Boston Avenue School. These buildings represent excellent 
physical plant for school purposes and have always been 
maintainedin an excellent condition. By all tests made at 
this time these buildings, except for crowded conditions at 
one of the elementary schools, meets the test of safety 
and health as well as adequacy of site. 


In approaching this problem of adequate school require- 
ments your committee also has been ever conscious of the 
present high costs of construction and has attempted 
throughout its deliberations to weigh these factors against 
any proposal which has been under study. 


Present school enrollments are as follows:

Boston Avenue School 187 
Total Enrollment 768 


During the course of your committee’s deliberations a 
study of birth rates in the Town of Winslow has been given 
_ careful consideration. It is now apparent that the present 
school enrollment does not reflect the increases in school 
population which birth rate figures compiled by your comm- 
ittee would seem to indicate. _

Based upon all of the above facts and after due consid- 
eration of these factors, your committee recommends the 
construction of an addition to the Boston Avenue School of 
sufficient overall size to accommodate four standard class 
rooms. This construction is to be of masonry and will meet 
the requirements for school construction. Two class rooms 
-are recommended to be immediately finished for utilization 
as class rooms. The remaining space is recommended to be 
left unfinished except for interior painting and the construc- 
tion of the finished floor. This space, the size of two standard 
class rooms, is to be used as an activity and general purpose 
room. 


Present toilet facilities will be relocated to the new ad- 
dition as it is generally admitted that these present facili- 
ties are not properly located nor of a type which are most 
desirable for school purpose. Such recommended construc- 
tion will permit future expansion at a very minimum of 
expense by providing space for two additional class rooms 
should the time arrive in the future when such are required. 

Advantages to this proposal are:- 


(1) The presently recommended two finished class rooms 
will provide space at the Boston Avenue School so that 
one class to a room will then be possible. Presently there 
are but six class rooms in this school. It is felt by your com- 
mittee that it is most desirable to eliminate the doubling 
of grade classes which is now necessary in the present 
crowded sfx rooms. 


(2) A provision for one class to a room will make for more 
effective and efficient teaching and will give to this school 
the same advantages as now exist at the Halifax School 
which presently has eight class rooms and a small activity 
room. 


(3) It will further provide for a better balance of school 
enrollment as between the Boston Avenue School and the 
Halifax School which is not now possible and which a study 
of the school enrollment figures listed above will bear out. 
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The recommended proposal it is estimated will cost the 
sum of $80,000 fully equipped for use. In addition to the 
above program your committee earnestly recommends the 
modernization of the lighting in all of the other rooms of 
the Boston Avenue School as well as all class rooms not so 
equipped at the Halifax School. Under present day conditions 
it is the considered opinion of your committee that they 
would be falling far short of their obligations in not recog- 
nizing the need for adequate protection of the eyesight and — 
health of the children of the community. This moderniza- 
tion program is estimated will cost an additional $5,000. 


The present school buildings in the ‘Town of Winslew are 
constructed in sucha manner that they can be satisfactorily 
added to. The recommended plan in the opinion of your 
committee fully meets the minimum requirements of the 
elementary schools at this time and provides for future 
immediate expansion should this be necessary in the future. 
It is further estimated that school enrollments after a few 
years will probably decline. 


lt is, therefore, felt that the present school buildings form 
a nucleus on which to expand and build and full utilization 
of these existing facilities should be developed for future 
growth coupled with a sound maintenance and _ rehabili- 
tation program. Under present day buildings costs it is the 
opinion of your committee that 1t is much better to approach 
this problem conservatively than to attempt to expand facili- 
ties way beyond the foreseeable iminediate requirements. 


Another factor which has been given very careful weight 
by your committee is that of operating costs for whatever 
additional facilities are provided and the recommended 
proposal which in your committee’s opinion provides all 
immediate needs of the community will also make it’pos- 
sible to operate this plant with a minimum of additional 
expense. .

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Public Health Program in Winsiow was already well- 
defined, and the need for it understood by the community, 
when I came here as Public Health Nurse a year ago. Thus 
the two foremost objectives had been accomplished, and 
my path, as a newcomer, was made considerably smoother 
as a result. I thauk both Mrs. Christian and the people of — 
Winslow whose combined efforts produced such a fine pro- 
gram. And I also thank the Community for the ee 
cooperation I have received this first year. 


The following is a summary of Public Health activities 
for the year 1951: 


The Child Health Conference has been held on the second 
Wednesday of each month, except February when it was 
cancelled because of the flu epidemic. 500 children have at- 
tended, of which 240 were examined, 96 completed immuni- 
zations against diphtheria, whooping cough and _ tetanus, 
and 386 were given smallpox vaccinations. A dentist was 
present during the three summer sessions to examine teeth 
and make recommendations to parents. A volunteer nutri- 
tionist was in attendance at several sessions to discuss food 
problems, and she will continue her services this next year. 


The yearly school immunization program was held in 
March in all the schools. 195 children received immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria, whooping cough, and tetanus, 162 . 
against diphtheria and tetanus, and 39 were given smallpox 
vaccinations. 


In May, hearing tests were given in all schools, starting 
with the third grade. 406 were tested and 18 children were 
found with defective hearing. Follow-up visits were made 
to parents. 


Physical examinations for Public School children were | 
started in November, through sponsorship of the School 
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Board, and will be finished in January of 1952. These are 
being done in grades 1, 4, 8, and 12. 


To date 156 have been completed, and 78 children with 
defects have been found. This does not sound very good, and 
I hasten to explain that a great many of these defects were 
simply poor teeth or poor posture, or an orthopedic defect 
such as flat feet. These things may not seem very important 
in comparison with others of moie immediate significance, 
such as heart conditions or tuberculosis, but they have con- 
siderable long-range effects on the health of the individual. 
It is desirable to correct them when correcting is fairly 
easy during childhood. 


Throughout the year 819 home visits have been made, 
and 839 infants and 620 pre-school children have been seen. 
There have also been many visits to those patients on 
Special Services, such as Crippled Children, Tuberculosis, 
and Hard-of-Hearing. 


In the coming year we hope to have a dental program, 
both educational and corrective, in the schools, and to be 
effective this should be done yearly. ‘This year, as in past 
years, many chiidren have had emergency dental work done 
through the courtesy of one of the Service Clubs. This has 
been fine and very greatly appreciated, but a program of 
our own is needed to prevent these problems from becoming 
serious. 


It is hoped that a Health Council can be re-established 
this coming year, since there are many health-needs which 
cannot be covered by the Child Health Conference Com- 
mittee, the only organized town group we now have. Surely 
a group of interested citizens, not necessarily large, could 
do much to benefit the health of the community as a whole 
and that is Public Health in its finest form.

FIRE PROTECTION 


What the Farmer can do for his own protection. All 
residents of the Town of Winslow who reside outside the 
limits of the city water supply system should if possible 
make an effort to maintain a supply of water within reach 


“ 
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of the Fire Department pumps. This may be done by having 
a reservoir or cistern supply from a brook or well and 
located in an accessible place within 40 feet of our pump. 
A reasonable amount of water so stored would lessen the 
fire losses to farm buildings. People who live in the country 
should arrange to have some imeans of fighting small fires. 
Even with reasonably safe conditions, good housekeeping 
and proper care some fires are likely tc occur. The farmer 
must be prepared to fight these when they are small, as 
when fires are just starting a good chemical! fire extinguisher 
or 5 Gallon water pump tank may be more effective than a 
whole Fire Department after the fire gains headway. No 
farm should be without a ladder long enough to reach the 
roof so that sparks on the shingles may be extinguished. 

I would also recommend when a fire alarm is telephoned 
that in every case information be given as to whether the 
fire is in the chimney or not. This will enable the Fire 
Iepartment to carry the proper fire fighting apparatus and 
would also aid the speed with which the department could 
make a fire. 

Fire extinguishers shouid be recharged every two years. 
The Fire Department is at your service. If you bring your 
fire extinguisher to the Fire Station it will be refilled free 
of charge. 

The firemen’s pay is now § .90 per hour and they have 
requested it to be increased to $1.00 per hour. I wish to re- 
commend that the members be paid $1.00 per hour while 
on duty starting March 1, 1952.

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Each year in order to keep up with the progress being 
made in Police Departments all over the Country, new 
equipment is necessary. A few years ago a Police 2 way radio 
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was installed in the car, and I believe it has proven its value 


to all Citizens of this Town, in more ways than one. 


Today photography plays just as important a role in Police 
affairs, and pictures taken at accident scenes, both major 
and minor, may be very helpful to the persons involved. 
To me this piece of equipment is next in importance as our 


_ 2 way radio, although it probably would not be used nearly 


as much. I certainly hope that this piece of equipment can 
be added to this Department this year. _ 


I would like to say a word at this time in regards to auto- 
mobile accidents, and believe me, we in Winslow have our 


- share of them, both serious and minor. Over thirty five 


thousand people met their death through traffic accidents 
last year. Not a very pretty picture. 


A great many of these same people perhaps believed that 


this type of an accident could not happen to them, and 


perhaps we ourselves are saying that this cannot happen to 
us. 


Let us not fool ourselves. It sure can. 

These crashes do not just happen through bad luck, but 
from poor judgment and unsafe acts, and a large amount 
of these could have been avoided. 


Let us take the driver of the vehicle with had brakes for 
instance, and the crashes that may follow. A great many 
drivers today know that their brakes are bad, or getting 
bad, and should be repaired at once, but do they do it? It 
sure can happen to them. 


Now let us take the person that thinks he can drive as 
fast on icy roads as he does in the summer, or around curves 
at high speeds, with utter disregard of other motorist’s rights. 
It sure can happen to him. 


Let us take the drunken driver. He thinks he is alright to 
drive and speeds down the highway up to 80 miles per 
hour. It sure can happen to him. 
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Let us take the pedestrian, who thinks he is alright walk- 
ing in the road, while the drunken driver is travelling over 
that same road at a high rate of speed, or even slower. It 
sure can happen to him. | 


This attitude of irresponsibility is taking its greatest toll 
of our younger people, and each of us in our own homes, 
who have teen agers about to drive, should stress the im- 
portance of good judgment and safety and a full respect of 
our motor vehicle laws. : 


Three thousand pounds of steel traveling at high rates, ~ 
takes a tremendous amount of stopping, but stops very 
suddenly when striking a fixed object or another vehicle. 
The driver and passengers continue traveling until their 
bodies stop against the steering wheel, windshield, or dash 
board. Let’s drive safely and in nineteen hundred fifty-two 
let’s be careful it isn’t you. 


In closing I wish to thank the Citizens of the Town, and 
the Board of Selectmen, the Members of the Winslow Police 
Dept. and all Police Departments that have aided me this 
year, especially the Waterville Police Department. The co- 
operation from these Officers has been excellent.

To the School Committee and Citizens of Winslow, I submit 
my twenty-ninth annual report: 


The two new classrooms at the Boston Avenue school 
have made a great improvement in relieving overcrowded 
conditions in the elementary schools. It has not been pos- 
sible to have a single grade in all classrooms, but this does 
not seem to be a serious problem. 


New teachers this year are Mrs. Gracia Erskine and Mrs. 
Marjorie Rundlett at Boston Avenue, Mrs. Edna Taber and 
Mrs. Harriett Adams at Halifax Street, and Miss Rena 
Ratte, Miss Dolores Chamberland, Miss Dorothy Pottle, 
Mr. Norman Jabar, and Mr. Charles Burgess at the high 
school. We are fortunate in the addition of this group of 
teachers to our staff. 


Many of our teachers are continuing their professional 
training in summer school and through extension courses 
and a subsidy is granted to them from the state and town 
to assist them with their expenses. 


The Parent-Teacher Association and the Band Parents 
Club continue to be very helpful in promoting the work of 
the schools. These organizations are a fine supplement 
to the official school program. 


The balance in the school accounts is $13,545.66. 
There was no increase in the school budget last year, but 
there should be more money raised this year if the work of 
the schools is to improve. Other towns are paying higher 
salaries, which obliges this town to pay more when vacan- 
cies occur. !

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING i 
ANNUAL REPORT : 


During the past year the Public Health program has con- 
tinued to grow, and its success has been largely due to the 
understanding and cooperation of the townspeople. It has 
been very pleasant to work in such a progressive community, 
and I wish to express my appreciation to all who have helped — 
so much with their friendliness and their willingness to res- 
pond when help was needed. 


I would like to mention especially the Child Health Con- 
ference Committee which has been functioning during the 
past seven years, and whose work has contributed greatly to 
the health of infants and pre-school children. The committee 
at present has the following members: Mrs. Maurice Raymond, 
chairman, Mrs. Neil Matheson, Mrs. Reginald Cough, 
Mrs. William Mansfield, Mrs. Robert Chamberlain, Mrs. 
Elmer O’Berry, and Mrs. Wilbur Taylor, treasurer. Mrs. 
Raymond has been chairman all these years, and deserves 
much credit for our successful Child Health Conferences. 
Also, other members have given generously of their time 
and effort. This Committee is our only organized Public 
Health Group, and has always cooperated with the Public 
Health Nurse in problems pertaining to children, but its 
function is necessarily limited, and a town the size of ours 
has many other problems. 


Our most pressing need at this time is the establishment 
of an active Commuinty Health Council composed of rep- 
resentative community members, which could work to co- 
ordinate the health activities of other agencies and avoid 
waste and duplication of effort. ‘This need will be more 
greatly felt as time goes on, due to the growth of our program 
and its increasing responsibilities, and also the growth of , 
our town. I hope that this need can be met this year. 


The following is a summary of Public Health Activities 
for 1952: 


The monthly Child Health Conferences have been held 
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regularly at the H & W Clubhouse with two doctors present 
each time. Attendance this year was 349;—94 children 
were immunized against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and 
Tetanus, and 28 against Small Pox. There were 204 phy- 
sical examinations given. 


Last year’s school physical examinations, started in 
November, 1951, were finished in January of this year. 
In all 201 were examined and 106 found with defects. 


This year the examinations were begun in October and 
finished in November. Grades 1, 4, 8, and 11 were examined. 
Of the 193 examined, 77 were found with defects, all minor 
but needing attention lest they become more serious. It 
is planned to continue this program every year, and it could 
be greatly improved if more parent; would be present 
during examinations of children in the two lower grades. 


School Dental Clinic: As a result of school physical 
exams last year, it was found that dental defects were the 
most numerous, and a limited dental program was institu- 
ted, sponsored by the School Board. 


There were 12 sessions of 3 hours each and dental work 
was completed on 28 children who could not otherwise 
see a dentist. This program is being continued this year, 
limited to those children most in need. 


One cf the Service Clubs in Waterville, whose help 
has been greatly appreciated in the past, is interested in 
sponsoring dental examinations for all children in the 4th 
grade. It is in this grade that most dental defects begin 
-to appear. 


School immunizations were held in March, April and May 
with Dr. Paine in attendance. In all, 244 children were 
immunized against Diphtheria, Tetanus and Whooping 
Cough, and 76 against Small Pox. 


There were 902 home visits made, most of which were to 
the infant and pre-school groups, and a fairly large number 
to school children. Other visits were made to children and

adults on Special Services. As can be seen, the number of 
individuals under care is greater than the number of home 
visits, as the whole family is included in each home visited: 
—Infants—418, Pre-schools—579, School—155, Crippled Chil- 
dren—30, Maternity—45, Tuberculosis—29, Morbidity—57, and 
Adult Health—17. 


Hearing tests are to be given this spring in all the schools 
from the 3rd grade up. They are given every two years, 
using the State Audiometer Machine. y

I have the pleasure of submitting my thirty-first annual 
report of the Winslow Fire Department for the year ending 
February 10, 1953. During the year the department res- 
ponded to 109 calls, 17 regular box alarms, 85 telephone 
calls, 6 automobiles and 1 false alarm.

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is hoped that all citizens of Winslow will bend their efforts to 
assist in making the Year 1953 a much better one in re- 
gards to Fire Protection and Prevention than any other pre- 
vious year.

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RECOMMENDATION 


I find in working with our fire apparatus that the depart- 
ment does not have sufficient water in our truck to give 
much protection to the farm buildings and brush fires in 
rural districts. We have one tank truck with 925 gallons of 
water. This is not a sufficient amount to handle a large 
fire in a rural district. When this amount of water is used 
the department has to go back to the nearest hydrant to 
refill. This causes a high loss of property and a high loss in 
labor. I would like to recommend that the Town purchase 
a new 2 ton V8 chassis, 3 man cab, 100 horse power engine— 
cost listed $2,590.80—cost to Town $2,250.00—one 925 Gal. 
steel tank $400.00-one 500 Gal. Pump $250.00—Painting 
and Lettering $85.00-extra material and labor $385.00 
making a total of $3,320.00. This truck will be built in 
the Fire Station by the Fire Department. If this truck is 
purchased outside it will cost $6,400.00. 


The two tanks carrying 1850 Gals. of water makes it 
capable of supplying two streams through 1 %”’ hose. 
This amount of water makes it possible to control many 
rural fires. 


Fighting fires in rural districts is a battle against time. 
Odds are against the department from the time of the alarm. 
The more water carried the sooner we can fight fires. This 
means added protection to life and property. More than 
one third the National loss of life and property by fires 
occur on farms or rural communities. 


The majority of farm fires are due to the following causes: 
1 Defective chimneys and heating appliances. 

2 Combustible roof 

3 Spontaneous ignition. 

4 Lightning 

5  Inflammable liquids. 

6 Electricity. 

7 Matches and smoking. 

First aid fire protection is of primary importance. 
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Our Reo Fire Truck bought in 1926 is 27 years old. 
This truck is now used for carrying hose to fires that re- 
quire more than 2500 Ft. of 24” hose. The tires are 12 years 
old— size 33 x 5. This make of tire has been discontinued. Ifa 
new Tank Truck is built it would carry the same amount of 
hose and 925 gallons of water. This will be of great help to 
the farmer. 


Every farm should have a 5 gallon hand pump tank, 
hand hose connection on farm water system and ladder to 
reach roof. 


Fire extinguishers should be recharged every two years. 
The Fire Department is at your service if you bring your 
fire extinguishers to the Fire Station.

The Winslow Planning Board has been quite inactive 
during the past year and we believe that this procedure 
meets with the approval of the citizens with whom we 
come in contact. This attitude, we believe, is due to the 
unusual high costs and the very high taxes and the tense 
international situation. 


For the protections of the many fine new homes built 
recently and other nice homes and the many other advan- 
tages, we believe it is our duty to bring to the attention of 
the citizens of Winslow again the necessity of a Zoning law. 
We do not recommend a Zoning Law with the rigid re- 
strictions such as they have in some other communities, 
but a Zoning law of limited restrictions that would pro- 
vide protection to present property owners. 


We also recommend that the town of Winslow contact 
the New England Insurance Exchange for the purpose of 
having one of their engineers appraise all the Town prop- 
erty for insurance purposes and rate verifications. This 
can be done at no additional expense to the Town of Winslow 
and due to the increased cost of replacements, this is only 
an ordinary procedure for parties who have considerable 
fire insurance. 


We also recommend that the Town of Winslow employ 
a civil engineer to bring up to date the records of the new 
sewers built the past year. This is a small job and should 
be done each year, then the Town of Winslow will, at all 
times, have on file a blue print showing the location of all 
sewers and manholes, etc. in the Town.
